Mr. Percy was chairman of the 
Republican convention platform 
committee. He properly may be 
classified as an exponent of mod- 
ern Republicanism. He believes 
that the tremendous productive 
capacity of this country should be 
used—not restricted. In a recent 
article (THINK), he laid down 
this thesis: 


“Why should we refuse to trade 
with the free world—and tariff 
and customs barriers are in prac- 
tice a refusal—when trade serves 
our own self-interest? Ultimately, 
this refusal would isolate us from 
the free world and the friendship 
of free nations, as it would surely 
aid the cause of communism. 


‘“‘And why, again, are there cries 
of protest when someone suggests 
a reciprocal lowering of trade 
barriers? .. . The American con- 
sumer can see no reason why he 
should be forbidden to buy im- 
ports because they compete with 
the products of American manu- 
facturers, or why, if he buys an 
imported product, he should pay a 
premium in the form of a tariff.” 


No Comfort 


This bold, seldom heard state- 
ment will cause some of those on 
the American’ industrial horizon 
to wince and cry aloud. But 
Charles Percy gives them no com- 
fort. His own belief in free com- 
petition is not a theory, but one 
born of a severe test. 


Just before the Second World 
War, his company decided to en- 
ter the high-priced 35 mm still 
camera field. It could not be 
mass produced because it re- 
quired many hand operations. 


In competition with foreign 
manufacturers, his company lost 
one and a quarter million dollars. 
The camera was withdrawn. He 
and his board asked: ‘Shall na- 
tional interests be subordinate to 
special interests? 


The answer was No. 


Their thinking was interesting, 
and significant. 


Mr. Percy and his staff knew 
that if they competed in handcraft 
methods they could not meet for- 
eign labor rates. The true cri- 
terion, they determined, was not 
dollars or cents per hour of la- 
bor, but rather total labor costs 
per unit produced. In mapping a 
future program, the staff assumed 
an ever-increasing hourly rate. 


New Methods 


This cost, plus foreign compe- 
tition, forced a search to find new 
and better methods. The company 
did it. A camera which sold before 
the Second World War for $49.95 
when the hourly wage averaged 
40 cents, now sells at $47.95 when 
the wage rate is five times as 
much. 


With labor costs the most im- 
portant factor in the company’s} 
cost structure, the company suc- 
cessfully is competing with foreign 
manufacturers. This comes chiefly 
from Germany, Japan, England. 
Switzerland, Austria and Belgium. 


It ‘is astonishing’ to learn the 
Percy company exports lenses. 
The value of a lens is almost en- 
tirely in its workmanship. In a 
lens selling for $87, the value of 
the glass and metal is only 43 
cents. The remaining cost repre- 
sents labor. Yet, by developing 
techniques, made necessary by 
competition, the company reversed 
the lens trade and exports.

The genius of America is “‘know- 
how’’—ingenuity and imagination. 


did not become great by being 
sheltered. Huge expenditures for 
research and development, new 
and imaginative ideas in manu- 
facturing and merchandising will, 
he believes, keep American in- 
dustry vigorous. :

Seven railroad cars got away 
from trainmen early Sunday 
morning, rolled three-quarters of 
a mile down a track and plunged 
into the side of the Chattahoochee 
River Pumping Station of Atlanta 
Water Works. 


Three of the cars stayed on 
the spur track used to deliver 
coal to the pumping station. One 
car loaded with bauxite rammed 
a hole in the side of the boiler 
house, causing damage esti- 
mated by Waterworks Supt. Paul 
T. Weir at “somewhere around 
$10,000 or $15,000.”’ 


W. T. Dudley, division super- 
intendent of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, said Sunday 
afternoon he hadn't found out 
yet how the cars got away. ““We 
are trying to figure out some 
way to get that bauxite car out 
of the boiler room,’’ Dudley said. 


CABOOSE DEMOLISHED 


In addition to the boiler room 
damage, one of the runaway cars 
damaged a small ‘equipment 
building some 30 or 40 feet from 
the end of the track. The run- 
away occurred about 3:30 a.m. 


First car to jump the track was | 


the caboose of the train from 
which the cars became un 
coupled. It was demolished. Tw. 
cars loaded with bauxite and ons 
loaded with general merchandise 
ran off the end of the spur and 
one bauxite-loaded car knocked 
a hole in the side of the boiler 
room. 


John Barber, who was on duty 
at the time at the boiler house, 
said the crashing wall came 
down within 25 feet of him. The 
crash severéd a six-inch gas line 
and fire broke out. Barber im- 
mediately shut off the gas and 
the fire did no damage.

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Will Counties Grab 
Reappraisal Offer? 


The story last week from Waycross 
saying that more than four million dol- 
lars worth of property which had been 
escaping taxes had been added to the tax 
digest is an experience common to com- 
munities which have undertaken reap- 
praisal programs. 

It provides, in fact, one of the strongest 
arguments for revaluation and equaliza- 
tion. 


Reappraisal does not necessarily mean 
higher taxes. If all property not being 
taxed is added to the digest, it could 
mean the opposite. And a realistic re- 
valuation can lower millage rates while 
producing the same amount of revenue. 
Revaluation, too, is a method of increas- 
ing bonding capacities for capital im- 
provements. 

A major reason for the decline of lo- 
cal government in Georgia and one rea- 
son for the decline of many communities 
can be found in the abdication of respon- 
sibility at the local level. This, of course, 
is evident most in the ridiculous evalua- 
tion of property in the majority of coun- 
ties. \ 

Looking to the state to take over the 
burden of financing more and more lo- 
cal government functions can only 
weaken local government itself. At the 
same time it dilutes the state’s efforts 
and leads to greater centralization of 
power in state government. It also ac- 
celerates the movement of people to ur- 
ban areas. 

The Bolton committee’s proposal that 
the state lend money to counties desiring 
to undertake reappraisals and revalua- 
tion has been endorsed by Gov. Vandiver. 
It provides for a start. We dare say that 
those counties which avail themselves of 
such an opportunity will be the leaders of 
tomorrow. 

State handouts cannot save local gov- 
ernments and local economies. The 
initiative and enterprise to do those jobs 
must come from local people, acting re- 
sponsibly.

Will the Slum Problem 
Stay in the Back Seat? 


It is too bad that every American 
could not have heard Charles Palmer’s 
recent speech to the Little Rock Hous- 
ing Authority. 

Atlantan Palmer was this country’s 
first real slum fighter and remains one 
of its most authoritative. When he tells 
of slums’ toll—in human misery, ugli- 
ness and dollars—he knows what he’s 
talking about. 

One point he made needs to be given 
special stress. Discussing the fact that 
governments have ignored slum prob- 
lems, Palmer said: 

“The slum problem has taken a back 
seat too long. With a couple of million 
less farmers than slumites, our federal 
expenditures per farm family is $3,000 
per year against $84 per slum family. 

“Why haven't we, the richest people 
in the world, got on better with the job? 
The cost will be only a fraction of our fed- 
eral expenditure per farm family. And 
it will come back many fold in tax sav- 
ings.” 

Buttermilk Bottom is a burden to all 
Georgians, whether they live in At- 
lanta or in a south Georgia hamlet. Un- 
til we realize that we are going to go on 
hurting ourselves.

Of course, state law prohibits sale and 
use of fireworks for anything except ag- 
ricultural purposes and special displays 
in Georgia. 

But it seems that everyone in the 
state farms, especially during certain 
seasons of the year, and the shooting of 
firecrackers is very essential in tilling 
the soil and raising of livestock in thickly 
populated urban areas as well as every- 
where else in Georgia. 

Wholesalers realize this. They are pre-

E. Webb. It is unlawful to sell or shoot 
them in Atlanta but operators have a way 
of throwing up makeshift stands beyond 
the city limits and selling to all comers. 

The state law may have been well- 
intended but it has loopholes big enough 
to drive a fleet of bulldozers through. 
The General Assembly should close them 
before more hands are mangled and eyes 
are damaged.

“Farmers” young and old will, as usual, 
stock up on firecrackers this Christmas in 
order to scare you away from every field 
in Georgia, including those on Peach- 
tree Street.

But ‘“‘that young man’’—per- 
haps because he ran a responsi- 
ble campaign, as, indeed, did 
his Republican adversary, Rich- 
ard Nixon—is now treated at the 
Eisenhower White House with to- 
tal seriousness and total good- 
will. 

Those who have seen the Presi- 
dent of late can have no doubt of 
this: He wants in every way to 
help make the transition smooth 
and effective. ‘““That young man” 
has turned out to be not such a 
bad fellow, after all. 

And it is wholly within the 
bounds of possibility that Eisen- 
hower, a generation senior to 
President - elect Kennedy, might 
accept one or more assignments, 
probably of a consultative nature, 
from the new Kennedy adminis- 
tration. The old President has 
made his record; and now shows 
no special regard for pride of 
place. 

And the world’s diplomats here 
are seeing with their own eyes 
that we have reached political 
maturity and are stronger rather 
than weaker in the afterlight of 
our presidential campaign.

Only 5 States Forbid 


Candidates’ Names 


Lafayette — Because of the 
interest in Georgia presidential 
electoral law, I'd like to share 
some interesting facts about prac- 
tices over the nation. 

According to a _ congressional 
study of presidential election laws 
in all states, published April 15, 
1960, since 1800 the people have 
controlled the presidential elec- 
tors. There was massive revolt 
against the original system of 
having state legislatures appoint 
and instruct electors. Since that 
time only two electors have failed 
to vote the wish of the people: in 
1820 one elector voted against 
Monroe because he wanted George 
Washington to be the only presi- 
dent elected unanimously, and in 
1948 one of Tennessee’s electors 
voted for Thurmond. 

Furthermore, according to this 
survey: : 

Only five states forbid the 
names of presidential and vice 
presidential nominees to be put 
on the general election ballot. 
These are Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Illinois and Wyoming. 
Connecticut laws summarized did 
not cover this. South Carolina 
and Vermont permit the candi- 
dates’ names but do not require 
them. | 

Forty- three states require that 
nominees’ names be placed on 
ballot. 

Twenty-nine states do not even 
list electors on the ballot. A 
vote for nominees is considered 
to be a vote for the electors. 

Colorado, Florida, Hawaii, In- 
diana, Iowa, Montana, New York 
and Oregon bind the electors by 
law to support the nominees of

In the May 21 issue of the Na- 
tional Review, he wrote, “‘I have 
studied this snooping question- 
naire. It does not relate to any 
constitutional requirement that I 
know of; it has not been ad- 
dressed to the population as a 
whole: and I shall not answer it.

He said he was on duty at the 
polls Nov. 8 from 6:50 a.m. until 
around 10 p.m. His meals were 
brought in to him, Clarke said. 


COUNTED ONLY 295 


Clarke and four other super- 
intendents at the Milan precinct 
certified that 664 votes were cast 
Nov. 8. L. T. Yawn Jr., a Milan 
farmer, signed an affidavit say- 
ing that he was at the Milan 
precinct practically all day and 
counted only 295 persons going 
to vote. 


Clarke said more voters showed 
up than Yawn counted. 


“He didn’t get ‘em all,” Clarke 
declared. 


Clarke said over 900 persons 
are registered to vote at the 
Milan precinct. 


Temperance Precinct and did not 
vote in Milan. Calvin Conley is 
listed as having voted at both 
Milan and Temperance. 


Glynn Conley of the Temper- 
ance district also is listed on the 
Milan and Temperance lists of 
voters.

“But I’ve often wondered what would have happened to me if I 
hadn't been lucky enough to be in the front when the eleven men 
were picked that day.

No. It might have taken him a couple of extra days to get 
started, but Johnny Lujack still would have been a star of such 
magnitude that he still would have been twice named to the All- 
America team as Notre Dame quarterback; he still would have 
been once named to the super-All-America, the all-pro team, as 
quarterback for the Chicago Bears; and he still would have been 
inducted—as he was last Tuesday—into football’s Hall of Fame, 
the youngest immortal in the pantheon. 


—It Could—If His Name Was Lujack 
It is doubtful if anyone ever was placed in a more impossible 
spot than Johnny was in his first varsity start. Led by the great 


Angelo Bertelli, everyone's All-America quarterback, unbeaten 
Notre Dame drove relentlessly toward the national championship of 
1943. But after six games, Bertelli was summoned into the service 
and the seventh game was with Army before a yowling mob of 
fanatics at the Yankee Stadium. 


Could so vital an assignment in so vital a game be entrusted 
to an 18-year-old sophomore? It could if his name was Johnny Lu- 
jack. The cool kid with the steel arm and the steel mind merely 
passed for two touchdowns and ran for another as the fighting Irish 
routed the Black Knights, 26 to 0. Then the Navy borrowed him for 
two years and he returned for his All-America seasons on the na- 
tional championship teams of 1946 and 1947, 


Historians tell us that the hero of the classic scoreless tie be- 
tween power-packed Notre Dame and power-packed Army in 1946 
was Lujack. Only one thrust had a chance of breaking the tingling 
deadlock. The mighty Doc Blanchard broke into the clear, touch- 
down bound. ‘Then Lujack came whirling from nowhere to chop 
down the practically unstoppable Doc with a saving tackle.

“A fine hero I was,"’ says Johnny disgustedly. ‘‘Everyone was 
so tense that day, it was the worst game I ever played. I’m glad 
no one remembers the other three tackles I made. They were on 
Arnold Tucker. Know why I had to tackle him? He had intercepted 
three of MY passes. Some hero!” 


Lujack was the rounded football player, as phenomenal on de- 
fense as on offense. After his graduation he joined the Chicago 
Bears under George Halas. This was the year when the Papa Bear 
was raising L in the league with the L boys, Luckman, Lujack and 
Layne. All three quarterbacking wizards were owned by Halas. Sid 
Luckman was at the end of his string and Johnny was being 
groomed to replace him. Bobby Layne was so mad at sitting on the 
bench that he demanded to be traded. He was at the season’s end. 


“George broke me in,”’ said Johnny, ‘‘by having me start while 
Sid sized up the defense. Then he'd take over while I played defense 
myself. I tied a Bear record that year by intercepting nine passes. 


“In 1949 I was ready to take over. My best day was against 
the Cardinals, in what was supposed to be a toss-up game. I threw 
six touchdown passes and set a league record of 468 yards on 
passes in one game; we won, 52-21. No one was prouder of a record 
than I was of that one. I thought it would last forever. But in the 
first game a year later Norm Van Brocklin broke it. It just goes to 
show. 


By then I was starting to get shoulder trouble and became more 
of a runner than passer. That was when I made all-pro. But pres- 
sures from my family caused me to quit after four seasons. I have 
no regrets; it was wonderful while it lasted.” oa

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Spain to Curb

Block Hit 
By Fire in 


Tennessee 


DAYTON, Tenn. (AP)—A wind- 
blown fire swept a block of down- 
town buildings Sunday, including 
a 10-bed hospital, only a few hun- 
dred yards from the historic Rhea 
County Court House—scene of the 
famous Scopes evolution trial. 


No injuries were reported. And 
there was no immediate estimate 
of the loss. 


Four patients and a nurse were 
evacuated from the hospital as 75 
firemen from five cities battled 
the blaze in 40-degree tempera- 
tures. 


Two buildings were destroyed 
and three others badly damaged. 
The ruins continued to smoulder 
eight hours after the first alarm. 


Officials said the fire apparent- 
ly started in the basement of the 
Dayton department store and 
spread swiftly to a furniture store, 
a drug store, a dry-goods store 
and Thomison’s Hospital. 


The buildings, all two stories 
high, are situated in the middle 
of this east Tennessee town of 
about 2,000 persons, which be- 
came famous in the 1920s for the 
Scopes trial. 


The trial centered around John 
T. Scopes, a young teacher ac- 
cused of teaching the theory of 
evolution in Dayton public schools, 
a practice illegal in Tennessee. 


One of Scopes’s lawyers was 
Clarence Darrow and one of the 
lawyers for the prosecution was 
William Jennings Bryan, three 
times an unsuccessful candidate 
for president. Scopes was convict- 
ed and fined $100, but this was 
later reversed by a higher court. 


Rev. Eckel 
Found Dead; 
Ex-Atlantan 


SCOTTSVILLE, Va. (# — The 
Rev. Frederick Lewis Eckel Jr., 
Episcopal minister of three 
churches in this area, died at his 
home here Saturday. 


Dr. E. D. Davis, county medi- 
cal examiner, listed the death as 
suicide from ether poisoning. 


The Rev. Mr. Eckel was 
formerly Canon chancellor at the 
Cathedral of St. Philip in At- 
lanta. He left that post in March 
of 1958 to come to this area. 


The Rev. Mr. Eckel was a 
graduate of St. Stephen’s Col- 
lege of New York and the Sea- 
bury-Western Theological Semi- 
nary in Evanston, Ill. He was or- 
dained to the priesthood in 1936. 


After working in New York and 
in Greenville, S.C., he became as- 
sociated with the Atlanta cathe- 
dral in 1950. 


While in his Atlanta position, 
he was resource advisor’for the 
department of Christian educa- 
tion for the Diocese of Atlanta. 
He organized, trained and direct- 
ed the Cathedral Bellringers, a 
nationally famous group which 
was invited to play at the light- 
ing of President Eisenhower's 
Christmas tree in 1954. 


The Rev. Mr. Eckel was the 
editor of a Dictionary of Church 
and Liturgical Terms, which was 
published in 1958. 


Survivors include his wife and 
son. 


South Florida U. 
Rise Is Traced 
By Chief Here 


Legislators and educators from 
16 Southern states, meeting here 
Sunday night, heard a_ college 
president describe how a major 
state university is being built.

The Spanish reluctance to ‘“‘neu- 
tralize’’ Salan was a result of the 
system in which he was held here 
and because the Spanish govern- 
ment feels it has no legal grounds 
to detain him. 


Salan was transferred after the 
May 1958 rising returned Gen. De 
Gaulle to power. He evaded his 
Spanish police escort late Satur- 
day and left the Hotel de Lon- 
dres in San Sebastian, where he 
had been living for several weeks. 


CONSTANT CONTACT 


He was said to have been in 
constant contact with French po- 
litical opponents of De Gaulle’s 
policy of self-determination for 
Algeria. 


He was located again Sunday 
morning when he arrived in Ma- 
drid. Informed sources suggested 
that Salan had felt hemmed in in 
San Sebastian and had decided to 
come to Madrid where there are 
numerous flights available daily 
to various points in Europe and 
North Africa.

“Our findings seem to indi- 
cate,”” said Dr. George W. Craw- 
ford, nuclear physicist and chief 
of the project, “that heavy 
shielding as protection for an as- 
tronaut against space radiation 
may not be necessary—at least 
for trips less than 50 hours. Less 
shielding would allow more 
weight for useful payloads.”

Take a Short Circuit to Success 


With Your Tree-Lighting Chores 


Georgians can lighten the 
burden of holiday decor by tak- 
ing a short circuit to success. 


J. D. Mitchell, expert for 
the lamp division of a local 
appliance company, and 
Myrtle Fahsbender of Bloom- 
field, N.J., residential lighting 
director for the firm, have re- 
vealed the results of their ex- 
pert research to help homemak- 
ers solve the problem of how 
to light the family Christmas 
tree. 


“It's easy to become em- 
broiled in the strings and tree,” 
Mr. Mitchell observed. ‘But 
like most other projects, this 
can be eliminated if good plan- 
ning is put into operation.” 


VARYING LENGTHS 


The experts pointed out that 
electrical strings come in vary- 
ing lengths, containing from 
seven to 25 bulbs. 


“You should figure out how 
many you need before you buy 
lights for the tree,” Miss Fahs- 
bender said. ‘“Skimping on 
lights can lead to an unattrac- 
tive, spotty appearance.” 


She observed that for a strik- 
ingly full look, a six-foot tree 
requires about 80 bulbs, while 
a tree that is four feet in 
height can be beautifully bril- 
liant with 36 lights. She of- 
fered the following table as a 
guide to Georgians in deciding 
how many bulbs to get: If tree 
is five feet high, 56 bulbs; six 
feet, 81: seven feet, 110; eight 
feet, 144; 10 feet, 225.

‘Before you start to trim the 
tree,”” warned Mr. Mitchell, 
“straighten out the strings of 
lights along the floor, remov- 
ing all kinks. Make sure all 
the bulbs are burning bright- 
ly, that none of the cords are 
frayed, and that none of the 
sockets are damaged. Then dis- 
connect the strings and arrange 
the colors alternately if you 
are going to have a multicol- 
ored tree.” 


For a more contemporary 
look, use bulbs of all one color.

“Regardless of the type of 
bulb you select,’”’ Mr. Mitchell 
said, “‘make sure you have re- 
placements on hand for each 
light used.” 


START AT TOP 


String lights around the tree, 
starting at the top and work 
down. Place lights on the in- 
side boughs first, and work 
from the trunk outward to the 
tips of the branches. After each 
string is in place, light it and 
stand off to check the work 
before proceeding with the next 
string. For taller trees, strings 
may be hung straight down 
from the top to bottom on the 
outside branches. 


After the strings are all in 
position, disconnect them be- 
fore beginning to hang orna- 
ments on the tree, again work- 
ing from the top down. 


“The style of tree selected 
and the manner in which it is 
to be lighted and trimmed are 
as personal as the decoration 
of a home,” Miss Fahsbender 
said. “Through the years the 
ways of decorating and light- 
ing the indoor Christmas tree 
have been many and varied.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (WNS)— 
If teen-agers won more argu- 
ments around home, there 
would be less juvenile delin- 
quency, a noted professor of ed- 
ucation and psychologist at the 
University of Michigan believes. 


Dr. William H. Mills said that 
all you have to do is to look at 
a cellar ball team in any league 
to see how demoralizing it is to 
get shut out all the time. Such 
teams often become so bitter 
and frustrated that they draw 
more penalties than those fight- 
ing for first place. 


HOME LEAGUE 


He pointed out that discussion 
and argument is the “league”’ 
in which most adolescents are 
competing — at school, in their 
own bull sessions and at home. 


“If a child always is on the 
losing side in the home battles, 
he stops battling at home and 
carries it outside,” Dr. Mills 
said. 


So he advises parents to let 
their teen-age sons and daugh- 
ters win now and then, even if 
it is necessary occasionally to 
introduce a particular subject 
on which he can triumph. 


Dr. Mills warned that you can- 
not “throw” an argument be- 
cause that patronizes Junior. 


Most school youngsters have 
enough savvy about debating by 
the time they are in high school 
to know when they are being 
talked down to, and when some- 
one is letting them win. 


1ST-HAND KNOWLEDGE 


He said that the best strata- 
gem is to pick a subject about 
which the teen-ager is likely to 
possess superior first-hand 
knowledge. Adults usually call 
the turn on table and living 
room conversation and they al- 
most invariably take topics 
where the younger generation is 
bound to come off second best, 
through sheer lack of experi- 
ence and know-how. 


The main thing for grownups 
to avoid, said Dr. Mills, is the

the young,” lest they begin to 
feel their oats.

In a pamphlet prepared for the 
conference, Burney called water 
pollution ‘‘one of the pressing so- 
cial and economic problems of 
our time.”’ 

HEALTH PROBLEM IN 


“It is most importantly a pub- 
lic health problem,” he said. “It 
is also a problem in water man- 
agement, for without _ pollution 
control our country can. not 
have enough water for its needs. In 
addition, it is a problem. in con- 
servation and esthetics.”’ 

The health service said that 
about half the $10.6 billion needed 
to clean up the nation’s water- 
ways will have to come from fed- 
eral, state and local funds. The 
remainder will have to be provid- 
ed by industry.

ALL TIRED OUT 


TV Show To Focus 
On Working Mothers 


“The Working Mother” will be the subject for 
the next Special for Women: series on TV, Friday, 


Ch. 2, at 9:30 a.m. 

A composite cast study of 
the problems of one working 
mother will dramatize the reéa- 
sons why women seek work out- 
side the home (economic ne- 
cessity, desire for intellectual 
stimulation, and retreat from 
the boredom of housework). 

It will also describe the dan- 
gers inherent in a_ situation 
where the mother is away from 
home (guilt feelings about leav- 
ing her children, resentment 
on the part of the husband who 
feels his role as family pro- 
vider and head of the house is 
threatened, and the possibility 
of child neglect). 

Using the techniques of pre- 
vious two Specials for Women, 
this presentation illustrates the 
disparity between theories about 
working women and the prac- 
tical realities of a nation’s econ- 
omy geared to the presence of 
working women (they earn one- 
fifth of the national income in 
wages and salary). 

GO TO WORK 

Twenty-two million American 
women go to work (one-third 
of the nation’s labor force, of 
which 12.2 million are married). 
The average working mother is 
40 years old and the average 
age of her children is 11. The 
program will point out that the 
conflicts the working mother 
faces are typical of a changing 
society. 

Pauline Frederick will act as 
reporter for the show, inter- 
viewing Dr. Margaret Mead, 
noted antropologist. 

Here are some salient ex- 


cerpts from the show’s script: 

“The average working wife 
gets very little more help from 
her husband and family than 
tie non-working wife. She has 
to schedule every move.” 

* 

“The average working wife 
lives in a five-room house and 
contributes 40 per cent of the 
family income. Her average 
annual income is about $3,000 
per year. Her average family 
income runs over $7,000.” 

* + & 

“Generally, the working wife 
spends 20 hours a week plan- 
ning meals, cooking, market- 
ing, dishwashing, emptying the 
garbage. She spends about 12 
hours making beds and clean- 
ing, six hours doing laundry 
and an hour mending. About 
61 per cent of working wives 
say they are either ‘exhausted’ 
or ‘quite tired’ by bed time. 
This is exactly the same per- 
centage as wives who don’t 
work,

“In spite of the demanding 
schedule, working wives enter- 
tain as frequently as house- 
wives. They spend as much or 
more time reading, going to 
the theater, participating in 
community activities and so- 
cializing.”’

“Over 28 per cent of the 
working wives hold clerical or 
Statistical jobs. Thirty-nine per 
cent are skilled laborers, in- 
dustrial workers or _ service 
workers and 12.8 per cent are 
professional people.”

Worth Knowing

Apparently lobsters have been 
eaten by man wherever they are 
found, going all the way back to 
ancient times, It must have been a 
pretty hungry fellow who ate the 
first one, if he had to judge it just 
by appearances, 

The yardstick to their age is 
their weight. It takes about 6 years 
for them to grow to a one pound 
weight, and then an additional 5 
years for each additional pound. In 
their beginning it takes 18 days 
from roe to \l-inch-long baby 
lobster. Lobsters have been caught 
which have indicated 100 years of 
age, but this is rare for they are 
usually caught in their span be- 
tween 1 and 3 pounds, or six and 
fifteen years. A small percentage 
will be in the larger brackets, up 
to about 80 years of age, and the 
meat of these old fellows is every 
bit as good as the younger ones. 
They can gain weight only by 
shedding their outer shell, which 
they do periodically, by forming a 
soft shell under the hard one and 
then pushing off the old one up 
over their eyes. It takes two weeks 
for the soft shell to harden, dur- 
ing which time they may be eaten 
by other fish or lobsters, so they 
hide under rocks until the larger 
shell has hardened. There is a 
nerve under the shell at the top of 
the head, which if rubbed for a 
minute will put him to sleep in any 
position, even standing on his head.
